A RARE RACE OF RULERS 



Two top hits, lugfa boot*, diesfurn, dummy ties. and alarm 
clock are among contents of Eton boy’s “burry” (bureau). 
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A s of this week it may well turn out that in total 
war, slow-moving, w#U*nMUin®ftd. habit-ridden 
democratic England is not in the samedam with Hit 
kr’s streamlined. semi-hysterical. unconventional, 
totalitarian Germany. However this may be. there 
is no denying that for the last millennium, taken by 
and large. England has proved the greatest nation in 
the world. Its inhabitant* won more wars, conquers! 
more bind, wrote letter book* and raised livelier 
defendants than any other race in history. They 
holt I tt fourth of the glolie and run it reasonably well. 
These facts have often been overlooked in a period 
which, taking England and the Empire for granted, 
was pleased to growl at its debi ts and chuckle at its 
foibles. If England, as the modern world has known 
it. now vanishes from sight, its greatness will l*e 
carved hi high relief by t tine ami if histories are writ¬ 


ten a hundred or a thousand years from now, tin 
English and their placid land may then l*come 11 
mi balance of a legend—distant, mysterious and prom I 
The human emotion of oliedieuoe that Germans 
direct toward authority the English tend to sublimate 
tow ard custom.

E ngland's public house or “pub" i* more than u counterpart of tIn* I . S. 

saloon. It is every mart’s club—a meeting place for rich and p<x*r, 
high anil low. Next to the Church it does more than any other insti¬ 
tution to solidify English life. Mo»t Englishmen have their favorite 
pubs and there. Iwsido* their taste for alcohol. they lilicntlly indulge 
their inclination for conversation. Talk in pula conies closer to re¬ 
flecting English thought than all the editorials in IzMidou. 

Pubs also furnish recreation with an infinitr variety of games. Ju.d 
as every corner of Englund lias il.s own scrupulously maintained breed 
of dog, so every district and every pub maintains its own game. 
There were King-the-Hull und Shove Ha'penny. (Quoits. Bagatelle aiul 
Tippit. lately, hotv.m, a craze for Darts has replaced most other 
pub aniUM*niciita. Every pub has its Darts l**anl and a pack of ragged 
Darts. Englishmen who can Iwrely add on paper are able to compute 
a complex Darts score instantaneously in their heads. Modern Darts 
boards often have Hiller's face for a bull's--eye. 

Ail older pub game that retains popularity is Skittles. Origin of 
this goes back to bowling—a pastime that Sir Francis Drake refused 
to interrupt when told that the Armada was suiting up the Channel. 
Undoubtedly the most noted English Skittles player is Alan Pal rick 
(A. I*. Herbert, famous ulsu os a humorist for /‘««cA and novelist I 7 hr 
I Voter hipir/i ■ ami an eccentric Coiwn'ntive in Parliament.
